OF KNIGHTS 




LONDON BRIDGE All boys and girls, 

at sometime or other 
in their lives, have chanted the old tune, 
London Bridge is Falling Down! The 
chances are that as they sang it, they never 
knew how old the song itself was, nor how 
old London Bridge is, for that matter. 

The bridge over the Thames was not al- , 
ways the modern wonder it is today. The 
first recorded proof about the bridge dates 
from before the Twelfth Century, but it is 
definitely known that there was a bridge at 
that spot during the inv asion of Britain* by * 
Julius Caesar (in 54 B§D.), for such a bridge 
was mentioned by the Roman historians, 
Cassius Dio and Tacitus. When the Romans 
conquered Britain and built Londinium 
(London) into a great city, they erected a 
fine bridge across the river at that same 
point. That the bridge must have been a 
large and strong one is evidenced by the 
fact that it held a huge metal statute of a 
Roman emperor. 

From Roman times until the start of the 
middle ages, the bridge was allowed to de- 
teriorate. Then such rulers as the Planta- 
genets interested themselves in it, and early 
in the Thirteenth Century the bridge was 
built up. of stone. Peter of Coleehurch was 
the architect and contractor. Houses were 
built on the bridge, and a splendid chapel , 
was erected on it. 

The houses on the bridge were regular 
houses, connected about sixteen feet above 
the street by walks or covered sections like 
upper rooms, called hautepas. These haute- 
pas acted both as shelter from the rain for 
the shoppers and travellers on the bridge as 
well as reinforcements for the houses them- 
selves. Shops, taverns, residences were 
among the types of houses. 

There were nineteen pointed arches to 
the bridge, including an opening that was 
spanned by a drawbridge. The bridge was 
over nine hundred feet long, and was twenty 
feet wide. It was located near Botolph's 
Wharf. It was this bridge that existed all 
dicing medieval times (with minor repairs 
and additions). 

Fourteen shops stood on the bridge. A 
famous inn of the middle ages was named 
44 The Bear at the Bridge Foot," and the very 
name suggests how close it was to the bridge. 
On the southern entrance to the city there 
was a great stone barbican to guard the 
bridge* 



When Edward — the Black Prince — re- 
turned with King John of France as his 
prisoner after the battle of Poitiers, he made 
a triumphal procession across London 
Bridge, at which time there was such a dis- 
play of various kinds of arms and armor as 
to make everyone marvel. This was in the 
year 1356. 

The bridge lasted — although allowed to 
get into a ruinous condition — until the 
middle of the eighteenth century. Then it 
was torn down and another bridge, more 
modern, was built toyeplace it. 




STREET SCENES I^Since the best way 

to visualize life as it 
existed long ago is to reconstruct it, let us 
visualize a street scene. Our place is London 
Town, the street is Thames Street, far 
enough from the bridge to avoid much of 

the traffic and close by the Wallbrook, a 
river that has since disappeared from the 
London scene. . . . 

It is morning. We wake from our great 
four-poster bed in an upper room of the 
house (called a solar). We dress in under- 
shirt, leather jerkin, hose and pointed shoes 
if a boy^ and in tunic, surcoat and houppe- 
lande if a girl. Actually, these are miniatures 
of the clothes our parents wear. 

For breakfast, in the kitchen at a long 
table (called a refectory table), we eat 
freshly baked bread, some eggs, and drink 
a wooden mug of milk. Since this is a time 
of holiday, there will be no school and we 
can spend the morning playing at "hoodman 
blind" or riding the quintain (in which two 
playfellows will pull on a wheeled horse on 
which we ride, with spear in hand to knock 
over a chosen target). 

But when we reach the cobblestoned 
street outside the house, we find an armed 
knight passing on his great warhorse, with 
some men-at-arms in mail shirts riding be- 
hind him, and we pause to stare. The knight 
has been to the Holy Land on a Crusade, as 
the red cross on his surcoat shows. He is 
big and looks very strong, and his armor 
consists of plates rivetted on over his 
chausses, or trousers of chainmail. His squire 
carries his lance and helmet. 












Before the knight is gone, three pilgrims 
in plain wool garments come striding along. 
They have been to Canterbury to visit the 
shrine of Thomas a Beckett, and are re- 
turning home. They all carry staffs. 

A large, two-wheeled cart trundles after 
them. It carries a huge barrel filled with ale. 
This is the ale-cart that is to be delivered to 
a tavern on Corn Hill. 

Not far away are some open stalls — these 
are the shops. Father has told us that they 
do not vary too much in style from the open 
stalls that could be seen here in Roman 
times. The goods to be sold are hung from 
beams and rafters inside. The tradesman is 
there, seated in a small thatched chair. 
Nearby, a couple of chickens are scratching 
in the dirt for fallen seeds. They are from 
the butcher stall, where chickens and hogs 
and steers are sold fresh, if so desired. Just 
beyond the butcher stall is the shop where 
mother buys freshly made bread, buns and 
berry tarts. 

From the street we turn to the river, 
where a big sailing vessel, called a cog, is 
moving downriver toward the ocean. It has 
high sides and two square "castles" 'at fore 
and stern. The single sail is filling with 
wind. The ship carries English wool and 
grain for trading on the continent. It will 
return with German armor and Flemish 
clothwork. 9 

The sounds of a hammer on wood attracts 
us and we go to watch a carpenter in his 
shop making an aumbrey or tall cupboard 
for some noble household.' These cupboards 
hold clothes, chinaware, linens, and all the 
various odds and ends of daily living. 

We do not have a lot of furniture in our 
house, though we are as well-to-do as most 
Londoners. Father is a merchant, owning 
several ships and warehouses. He might even 
be called rich. Yet we do not have more than 
two of these big cupboards, some tables and 
chairs, and as many beds as are needed. Two 
of the beds have been handed down in our 
family for some years. ^ 



In the back of the house is a large yard, 
walled with stone. Here is the garden v/her* 
is grown lettuce, watercress, cucumbers, 
beets, mustard and cabbage. Mother often 
comes and sits in the arbor to watch the men 
work in the garden, for this is one of her 
duties. She must make sure there are enough 
flowers for f the house chapel and enough 
food at table for us all. Sometimes our older 
sister helps mother at her duties, such as 
spinning and weaving, and supervising the 
preparation of the meals. 

The whole day belongs to us, for there are 
only two meals. Our second meal is the 
supper, eaten at five o'clock. There will be 
candles on the table then, and if father is in 
a particularly good mood, he may hire some 
minstrels to come in and entertain us with 
their songs and little skits. 

But supper is many hours away. We still 
have all the day before us. A tinker passes us 
with his workbox strapped on his back and 
his bellows tied to it. Fruit sellers approach 
with their great wicker baskets in which can 
be found apples, plums, peaches and per* 
simmons. A haircutter with shears and ra- 
zors dangling from his broad leather belt 
walks by just ahead of a man tied to a short 
wooden sled that is dragged by a horse. He 
% is a baker, accused of short-weighing his 
bread; he is being taken to the pillory to be 
punished. 

^ The shouts liven up the scene. "Hot pea- 
scods!" cry some. "Green rushes for your 
floors!" and "Hot cross buns!" shout other*. 
Oh, it is wonderful to stand before your 
door and see almost the whole world pass 
by! But then we see our friends — school 
children also — who shout to us to come 
and play bob apple, so off we run^ . . # 



In the next issue, if you like these recon- 
structions of life in the middle ages, we 
will take you to the country perhaps, or to 
a day at a manor, or to the battlefield with 
a soldier of the times.
